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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Feb. 16, 2007, the applicants have canceled claims 37-42 
and 48 and furthermore, have amended claims 1-7, 11-13, 15, 16, 20-22 and 43. 

2. Claims 1-36 and 43-47 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following editorial amendments are made in the specification to update the 
continuing data and in claim 13 in order to provide proper antecedent basis: 

In the specification on page 1 , line 2, after July 3, 2002, insert — now abandoned, .

4. Claims 1-36 and 43-47, renumbered as claims 1-41, are allowed since the applicants 
have amended claims to overcome objections and indefiniteness rejections and 
furthemriore, due to their persuasive arguments regarding enabling disclosure for 
treating anxiety, depression and obesity with the instant MCH1 receptor antagonists 
based on prior art teachings. In addition to the cited WO 02/02744 by the applicants, 
U.S Patents, 6,727,264 and 7,105,544 also have experimental data showing efficacy of 
MCH1 receptor antagonists in animal models of obesity, anxiety and depression.
